BTW, on the real original subject (dynamic microphones), before it drifted 

off into dejavu and other occult subjects, permanent magnets in loud speakers 
(whether used as speakers or as microphones), polar relays, etc. don't 
necessarily live forever. Most of the early ones were made from A1NiCo, about the 
first 

really good practical permag material. However, coercive force (roughly what 

it takes to magnetize or demagnetize) is pretty low, around 600 Oersteds (for 
A1NiCo-5). And temperature cycling will also demagnetize it over time. The 


good news is that I'm not aware of any evidence that permanent changes actually 
occur in the material itself. So the weakening should itself be reversible 
given the proper magnet charging equipment. 


The later ceramic and later still NeFeB magnets are much more resistant to 
damage, but are also much more difficult (read expensive to build the equipment) 
to charge. I can't exactly recall when practical ceramic magnets first 

appeared (I'm going to guess late 50's at the earliest - for sure pre 1975). The 
Neo 

magnets began to appear in the late 80's.

If you carefully remove the side cover, you will find that 
the leg (lead) from one or sometimes both brass contact plates has parted 
right at the top of the pin. I run into this all the time with FT-243 holder 
crystals for the BC-611, BC-620 and BC-659. 


They are relatively easy to fix if you have a stock of donor holders. But 

the donor usually needs to have been made by the same contractor as made the 
patient. There are several different styles or shapes of the brass contacts and 
usually only the style that was originally in there will work. 


Also, if you have one that works but whose output is noticably less than the 

rest, try whapping it smartly against a hard suface once or twice. I havea 
military crystal tester mounted in a steel relay rack and I use the rack 

upright as the whappee. I have no idea why, but sometimes the output will come up 
20-30%. Whapping won't help a dead ‘un though. Only surgery.

As usual, when I need a part the prices seem outrageous, but if I 
decide to sell something it has no value!!

Anyway, I really would like to find a home for these pieces, 
since they are for the most part made of unobtainium. 


So let's try it without prices and I'll see if it's worthwhile to 
deal with it, or if I should just toss them in the trash. 


Main three section tuning capacitor. 


Entire front end sub-chassis with all coils and trimmers, 
including bandswitch wafers. 


S-Meter with bracket. Excellent condition, small crack in case 
well below visible area. 


Complete Q-Multiplier sub-chassis. 


Main Tuning knob, plastic knob and cast skirt in excellent 
condition, bright metal inlay looks just dirty and might clean up 
fine. If not K3ICH has replacement rings. I also have the main 
tuning shaft with pulley and compression spring. 


Front panel cast Dial escutcheon. Very good condition, three 
minor chips in black wrinkle area. 


Front panel cast Control escutcheon. Very good condition, minor 
chip in black wrinkle area. 


Black ANL, SELECT and TONE knobs. Bright disks showing what 
appears to be "checking" in a clear (lacquer?) 
coating, lettering excellent. 


One small Cal knob. 
Dial window "mask". 


A few rotary switches, detent disk plate for band switch, Mode 
switch indicator plate, tuning flywheel plate, dial cord drum, a 
few miscellaneous gears, main tuning dial bracket (fairly complex 
assembly that dial pointer rides on), main chassis side panel 
brackets, and a _bunch_ of small mechanical brackets and pieces. 


If you have a sketch or photo of a needed small mechanical part 
or gear, I may have it.

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Garey, Your NC-303 parts offer is appreciated. While I don't presently have 

an NC-303 apart for refurbishing I did print your list and put it on file, and 
possibly others did as well. I don't know that your NC-303 parts prices were 

all that unreasonable. I can sure relate to what you said, however, about price 
and availability when you need something. It has also been my experience when 

I need a part often I have to pay more than what I would probably charge 

someone else for it. I usually don't quibble about it though if it's something I 
really need to get the project finished. I think what might have happened is 
while the NC-300 is not uncommon the NC-303 really is a little harder to find 

out there and perhaps nobody has one apart right now needing parts. The 

Situation is sure to change eventually as folks buy and sell and bring things home 
from auctions, hamfests and swapmeets, etc. Gary Brown in Orono, ME has a 
boatanchor parts business and website where he has parts for many receivers listed 
that have been parted out. He is beginning to get pretty well known among the 
hobbyists but I also know sometimes he'll list a parts set that will be 

untouched for a while until folks start needing things. Another possibility would 
be 

to add your NC-303 to the Electric Radio parts unit directory. ER subscribers 

are all aware of the ER parts unit list and it has been a real service to folks 
trying to £1x up nice old boatanchors. The parts unit directory is available 

for $2 from ER (unless there has been a price change recently) but of course 
there is no cost to add something to the list. I would guess you could submit 

it to ER via email.
